REMARKS 

The Office Action of April 7, 2008 has been carefully studied. The allowability of claim 2 is 
acknowledged, and the substance of this claim is now incorporated into claim 1 . Since the remaining 
claims are all dependent on claim 1, all the claims at issue recite novel andunobvious subject matter. 

With respect to the rejection of claims 11-15 under 35 U.S.C.§112, claim 11 now has 
antecedent basis in claim 1. Also, in claims 12-14 as well as claims 17-18, the expression "organic 
compound" is changed to -organic liquid-. 

In view of the amendments to claims 1 2- 1 4, it is respectfully submitted that the claims avoid 
the indefiniteness set forth in the Office Action. 

With respect to the rejections of the claims over the prior art, Applicant's reserve the right to 
reinstitute these claims in a continuing application, and for the record, do not acquiesce to of the 
rejections set forth in the Office Action.
